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Introduction 

During  the  year  193’2,  regular  sessions  were  1 eld  by  tie 
legislatures  of  nine  States  and.  the  Seventy-second  Congress  of 
tie  United  States,  and  soecial  or  extraordinary  sessions  were 
1 eld  in  twelve  States.  Tie  Division  of  Building  and  Housing 
las  compiled  citations  to  some  of  the  laws  enacted  during  these 
sessions  that  will  be  of  interest  to  those  interested  in  city 
planning  and  other  subjects  related  directly  or- indirectly  to 
city  planning.  The  number  of  States  in  which  regular  sessions 
of  the  legislatur es  are  held  in  the  even  numbered  years  is 
comparatively  small,  and  tie  number  of  laws  enacted-  in. 1932  was

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therefore  considerably  less-  than  in  1931,  wdn  k-k  States  held 
regular  sessions. 

No  new  city  planning:  enabling  acts,  either  general  or  spe- 
cial, were  adopted  during  the  year,  although  in  Virginia  a 
number  of  -cities  were  c ranted  new  charters  in  which  the  authori- 
ty to  make  city  clans-  were  included.  Th irty-five  States  now 
have  .enabling,  acts,  in  effect,  .covering,  .city,,  .town,  village, 
borough  and,  county  or  regional  planning . These  acts  may  be 
divided  into  .two  groups,  (1),  general  ..enabling  acts,  or  acts 
authorizing  planning  in  all  cities,  or  cities  of  a certain  class 
towns.,,  vil.lae.es,  boroughs.,  counties  or  'regions  of  the  State; 
and.  (.2)  special  enabling  acts,  or.  .those  authorizing  dancing  in 
only  certain  named  cities  or  areas.  The  thirty-five  States  hav- 
ing- such  planning  enabling  acts  are  listed  separately  in  each  of 
these  two  groups  on  cages  29  to  3 6 of  this  report. 

City  - denning  commissions  in  the  United  States 

In  another  report*  the  Division  has  listed  the  communities 
in  the  United  States,  by  States,  that  have  established  city, 
town,  village  or  borough  planning  -commissions  or  boards.  That 
tabulation,  which  shews  a total  of  S06  such  daces,  was  pre- 
pared following  a survey  made  at  the  close  of  Vest  of 

the  planning  commissions  or  boards  that-  have  been  created  in 
the  various  States  have.-  been;  established-  under  the  authority 
conferred  by  ..general  or  special  enabling  acts,  although  in 
some  States  commissions  have  been  - established  under  home-rule

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provisions  of  State  constitutions  or  laws,  and  in  otter  cases 
commissions  lave  been  appointed-  without  specific  authorization 
by  the  State. 

Regional  planning  commissions  or  organizations 

Tie  division  las  . also  recently,  revised  its  list  of  region- 
al planning  commissions  or  organizations  in  tie  United  States.* 
In  that  pamphlet  are  listed,  by  States,  S2  regions  and  counties 
in  which  planning  organizations  are  now  functioning.  These  in- 
clude not  only  regional  groups  md-.  county  commissions  or  boards 
created  by  authority  of  State  enabling,  acts,  - Uut  al.so..  a.  number 
of  unofficial  bodies  working  in  a wholly  voluntary  and  advisory 
capacity  for  the  development  of  their  regions. 

The  Standard  City  Planning-  Enabling  Act 

In  March,  19?7>  tie  Advisory  Committee  on  City  Planning 
and  Zoning  of  tie.  Department  of  Commerce, ' after  an  exhaustive 
study,  published  the  standard  act..  The  purees e of  the-  com- 
mittee in  preparing  this  act  was  to  make  available,  for  the  in- 
formation and  use  of  those,  engaged,  in  drafting  planning  laws, 
a guide,  the  provisions-  of  which  represent  extensive  investiga- 
tion into  the  various  -features  of  planning  legislation,  and  the 
text  of  which  supplies  a model  from  which  the  States  may  frame 
and  develop  planning  legislation. 

The  text,  of  - the  act  covers  the  four  general  subjects  which 
experience  has  shown  to  be  a necessary  part  of  planning?  legis- 
lation. These  are:  ( 1)  the  making  of  .the  city  plan  and  the

organization  and  powers  of  the  city  planning  permissions ; (2) 
control  of  tie  layout  of  new  subdivisions;  (3)  control  of  build- 
ings within  the  lines  of  mapped.  streets;  and  (^-)  the  regional 
plan  and  organization  of  tve  regional  planning  commission.  The 
act  contemplates  a grant  of  authority  by  the  State  to  munici- 
palities and  regions  to  avail  themselves  of  the  rowers  therein 
conferred.  It  is  a permissive  act  and  does  not  impose  the 
creation  of  planning  commissions  upon  municipalities  or  regions, 
but  leaves  it  optional  with-  them,  offering  the  opportunity  to 
create  such  Commissions  if  they  deem  it  desirable. 

Regarding  the  planning  commission,  the  standard,  act  provides 
for  the  creation  of  a body  so  • constituted  as  to  take  a long- 
range  view  of  the  development  ofV’the  municipality.  It  contem- 
plates a commission  of  nine  members,  six  .of  whom  shall  hold  no 
other  municipal  office,  being  thus  free  from  the  pressure  of 
current  municipal  problems.-  Overlapping  terms  of  six  years, 
much  longer  than  the  terms  of  other  city  officials,  including 
•council,  are  provided  for,  one  vacancy  occurring  each  year. 

This  method  insures  first  that  the  city  administration  during 
a single  term  shall  be  unable  to  appoint  a majority  of  the 
members,  and  second  that  eventually  the  membership  '"ill  repre- 
sent planning  experience  of  • at-  least  from  one  to  five  years,  a 
desirable- background,  for  comror  eh  ensive  planning. 

The  act  provides  t1rat  it  s'' all  be  the ' function  of  the 
planning  commission  to  prepare  and  adopt  a master  plan  for  the 
physical  development  of  the  municipality  and  adjacent  areas. 

The  natters  to  be  covered  by  such  a master  plan,  may  include 
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streets,  other  types  of  public  grounds,  oublic  utilities  and 
zoning.  The  adoption  of  the  master  plan  rests  with  the  com- 
mission; it  does  not  reouire  approval  by  the  council. 

After  the  commission  shall  have  adopted  the  master  plan 
or  one  or  more  of  its  major  sections,  future  public  improvements, 
such  as  streets,  squares,  parks,  and  public  utilities,  may  not 
be  authorized  or  carried  out  until  their  location,  character  and 
extent  have  been  submitted  to  the  planning’  commission  and  their 
rela.tion  to  the  city  clan  carefully  studied.  If  approved  by 
the  commission  the  council's  approval  may  be  by  affirmative  vote 
as  required  by  the  general  law;  if,  however,  these  improvements 
are  disapproved  by  the  planning  commission,  the  council  still 
has  power  to  overrule  such  disapproval,  but  only  by  a recorded 
vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  its  entire  membership. 

From  these  provisions  it  ^ill  he  seen  that  any  improvement 
project  coming  before  the  council,  must,  if  it  involves  planning 
problems,  be  submitted  to  the  planning  commission  for  study 
and  approval  or  disapproval,  but  the  council  retains  its  essen- 
tial legislative  power,  that  is,  the  power  to  make  the  final 
decision. 

In  the  adoption  of  the  original  master  plan,  the  commission, 
unhampered  by  other  municipal  problems,  is  especially  competent 
in  view  of  its  knowledge  of  the  heeds  of  the  city  and.  the  pro- 
bable trend 'of  its  future  growth.  Its  long-term  membership,  its 
authority  to  contract  with  city  planners,  engineers,  architects, 
and  other  consultants  for  such  services  as  may  be  required,  as 
authorized  by  the  act,  and  its  cooperation  with  the  city  en- 
gineer or  other  municipal  officials,  render  the  commission 


better  qualified  to  make  and  adopt  the  original  master  plan 
than  the  legislative  body  of  the  municipality,  whose  duties, 
as  previously  stated,  are  of  a more  immediate  and  pressing 
nature. 

An  important  feature  of  the  act  is  the  completeness  with 
which  footnotes,  not  a part  of-  the  text  itself,  discuss  and  ex- 
plain details  and  give  reasons  for  the  inclusion  of  the  various 
provisions  of  the  act. 

States  using  the  Standard  Act 


No  city  planning  enabling  acts^  having  been  passed  during 
the  year  1932,  the  number  of  States  that  have  used  the  Standard 
City  Planning  Act  of  the  Department,  of  Commerce  as  a guide  in 
planning  legislation  remains  tve  same  as  at  the  close  of  1°31* 
Since  the  Standard'  Act  was  published  it  has  been  used  in  vary- 
ing degree  by  the  legislatures  of  12  States  in  the  enactment  of 
17  different  planning  acts  o-r  amendments  of  planning  acts.

The  Acts  of  Virginia,  1072  (Chanter  290 ) provide  for  a 
new  charter  for  the  city  of  Alexandria.  Under  Chanter  VI  of 
this  act  (Powers  and  dutires  of  city  council),  section  23  (T3) 


gives  the  city  council  the  power  "to.  ore vide  for  a city  planning 
commission  and  define  its  rowers. 11  Tvis  act  was  aooroved  on 
March  29,  1932,  and  on  July  21,  1932,  the  city  council  of 
Alexandria  passed  Ordinance  Fo.  120,  a citv  planning  ordinance 
oatterned  to  a large  extent  after  the  Standard  Act,  and  cover- 
ing the  following  four  subjects:  (l)  City  olerninr-  and  the  com- 
mission; (2)  subdivision  control;  (3)  buildings  in  meoped  streets 
and  (4)  park  jurisdiction  and  activities.  Three  of  t'-gse  four 
subjects  are  identical  with  those  covered  by  the  Standard  Act; 
the  fourth  covers  nark  jurisdiction  instead  of  "regional  plan- 
ning" as  in  the  case  of  the  Standard  Act.  The  phraseology  of 
the  ordinance,  under  the  first  three  titles,  follows  closely 
that  of  the  Standard  Act. 


Housing  laws 

..Largely  as  a result  of  the  clause  in  Section  201  (a)  of  the 
Emergency  Relief  and  Construction  Act-  of  lg72  (Public  - Fo.  302  - 
72nd  Congress ) providing  for  , .loans  by  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  "to  corners tio.ns  formed  wholly  for  the -nur nose  of

character, " State  legislation  as  contemplated  by  the  clause  has 
been  under  consideration.  Much  of  this  legislation  is  patterned 
after  an  adaptation  of  the  New  York  State  Housing  Law  adopted 
several  years  prior  to  the  Federal  legislation  (L.  1??6,  ch.  £23 
amended,  by  L.  1??7,  ch . 35;  L.  1°2S,  ch . 722;  L.  K30,  ch.  £72; 

L.  1931,  chs.  557,  55-3;  L.  1932,  ch.  507.) 

It  is  the  view  of  many  leaders  in  the  city  planning  field 
that  these  large-scale  housing  projects  involve  a city  planning 
feature  which  must  not  be  overlooked,  consisting  of  district  re- 
planning if  the  operation  is  to  take  place  in  an  already  built- 

up  area,  or  of  initial  planning  if  the  scheme  is  for  low-cost 

housing  in  a new  area.  On  this  basis  the  Ohio  law  enacted  in 
1932  (L.  1932,  gb  0. A. , 3 Sp.S.,  F . B . No.  £)  in  Section  5 (d) 
provides:  "The  "Ians  and  specifications  mentioned  in  the  pre-

The  Texas  Act  (L.  1932,  42  nd  Leg.,  3r^  called  Session, 
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Cb.  b'2',  3.  B.  2°)  differs  from1  offer  housing  acts  or  proposed 
■sets  in  that  it  is  in  tir.e  nature  of  an  enabling'  act  empowering 
cities  and  otter'  minor  civil  divisions  of  tie  State  to  adopt 
regulations  under  wtief.  limited-dividend  housing  corporations 
may  be  created  and  regulated. 

Bousing  laws  also  were  introduced- in- Illinois , Pennsylvania 
and  in 'tie  National  Congress,  for  the  District  of  Columbia 
(S.  5371!) , but  failed  of  enactment. 

Pending  or  proposed  legislation  ' ‘ 

In  Massachusetts,  a-  special  commission  was  established  by 
the  legislature  in  l°ir  to  study  and  revise  the  State  laws 
relative  to  zoning,  town  planning  and  billboards.  Tv  is  com- 
mission was  continued  by  Resolves',  Chanter  1-,  of  1°R2,  - to 
report  in  December,  1°S2.  As  a result  of  its  study  and  investi- 
gation the  commission  rendered  a report,  accompanied  by  three 
recommended  bills.  One  of  t ve  recommended  bills  delates  to 
municipal  planning,  and  is  entitled  ,f Arm  act  providing-  an  im- 
proved method  of  municipal  planning . " A second  bill  is  "An 
act  revising  the  municipal  zoning  laws."  Tv is  is  referred,  to 
more  at  length  in  another  report  of  the  division,  "Survey  of 
Zoning  Laws  and  Ordinance  Adopted,  during  l0!?. " Tv  e third  bill 
recommended  by  the  special  commission  is  referred,  to  later  in 
this  report  under  the  heading  "State  Planning." 

Reports  received  in  t're  division  indicate  that  city  plan- 
ning legislation  is  under  consideration  in  the  States  of 
Arizona,  Florida,  Idaho,  Maryland  and  Texas.

Massachusetts-  State  planning  bill 

One  of  the  bills  recommended  by  the  - special  commission  on 
the  revision  of  the  municipal  planning  laws  of  'r csss chu.se  1 1 s ;■ 
referred  to  above,  is  entitled- "An  act  to  promote  more  economical 
and  orderly  development  of  the  Commonwealth- through  the  creation 
of  an  unpaid.  State -.Planning  Commission." 

The  bill ..  provides  "'or  th  & ; establishment  of  an  unpaid  State 
planning  commission  of  seven  members,  to  serve  und er  the 
governor  and.  council.  Three  of  the  member s ^ would,  be  the  com- 
missioner- of.  public-  works , commissioner  of  1 1 e metropolitan 
district  commission,  ^nc1  the  commissioner  of  conservation,  or 
their  representatives,  and.  ■ the  otv  : r four  members  would;  be 
appointed; by  the  governor  with  .the  advice. and  consent  of  the 
council.  The  commission  would,  be  provided,  with  clerical 
assistants : and  technical  advisors,  as  its  work  w.ir-ht  require. 

Its  duties  .would  include  the  preparation  of  a state  master  plan, 
and  would,  involve  cooperation  with  municipal  ..planning  .boards 
and  state  officers,  boards,  commissions  and  departments.  Tve 
bill  provides  for  the  abolition. of  the  Metropolitan  Planning 
Division  and  Ire  transfer,  of  seme.. of  its  work  to  the  new  state 
planning  commission. 

C o un  t-  y a n d regions  1 :o  1 o n n i n q 

In  Massachusetts,  in  1°71 


a special  unpaid  commission  was 
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appointed  "to  investigate  relative  to  highways,  parks,  reserva- 
tions and  navigation  along  and  on  the  Connecticut  River."  Under 
Resolves,  Chapter  20,  193'->  this  special  commission,  designated 
as  the  Connecticut  Valley  Regional  Planning  Commission,  was  con- 
tinued, and  the  time  within  which  it  was  to  make  its  report  was 
extended  to  December,  1?32.  Besides  this  official,  but  tem- 
porary, investigating  commission,  there  has  been  established  in 
the  Connecticut  valley  region  an  unofficial  group  of  interested 
and  influential  citizens  designated  as  the  Old  Hampshire  Plan- 
ning Council.  The  territory  in  which  this  purely  voluntary 
organization  is  particularly  interested  embraces  Franklin, 

Hampsh ir e . and  Hampden  Counties,  covering  practically  the  entire 
Connecticut  River  valley  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

In  New  York,  under  the  Laws  of  1°32  (Chapter  137)  the 
General  Municipal  Law,  Article  12-B,  pertaining  to  regional 
planning  boards,  was  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  the  establish- 
ment of  regional  or  county  planning  boards,  also  providing  for 
their  expenses,  and  prescribing  the  powers  of  such  boards.  The 
principal  differences  between  the  original  law  and  the  law  as 
amended  lie  in  the  provisions  regarding  the  establishment  of  the 
boards  and  the  powers  of  the  board's.  In  regard  to  the  establish  - 
ment  of  boards,  the  significant  change  mad  e . by  the  lhB2  law 
seems  to  be  that  county  authorities • may  act  independently  in 
establishing  a board,  whereas  under  the  previous  law  a board 
might  be  established  only  by  the  joint  action  of  a county  or 
counties,  and  the  cities,  towns  and  villages  in  such  county  or 
counties. 

The  section  pertaining  tp  the  power s of  the  boards  was  also 
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expanded . The  original  law  empowered  and  / directed ■ the  boards

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' In  Virginia,  Acts  of  1?32,  Chapter  amended  and  re- 

enacted Sections  1,  2,  1J  and  1°  of  the  act  of  March  25,  '1930 
(Cli.  4-20)  creating  the  northern  Virginia  park  and  planning  dis 
trict  and  the  northern  Virginia  park  and  planning  commission. 
The  amendments  are  in  substance  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The'  193 C set  provided,  that 
this  district  should,  include  the  city  of 
Alexandria,  all  of  the  county  of  Arlington, 
and  a.  certain  described  portion  of  the  ; 
county  of  Fairfax.  TVie  present  act  provides 
that  it  shall  include  the  city  of  Alexandria, 
all  of  the  county  of  Arlington,  and  all  of  the 
county  of  Fairfax,  with  the  provision  that  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  Fairfax  county  may  ex- 
clude such  areas  of  that  county  as  they  may  deem 
advisable.  The  IF  30  set  provided  that  the  re- 
maining portion  of  Fairfax  county,  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  any  other  county  or  part  thereof, 
may  be  added  and  thereby  embraced  in  the  dis- 
trict; the  present  act  provides  that  any  other 
county  or  part  thereof  may  be  added. 

Section  2 relates  to  membership,  and  is  in 
substance  the  same  in  the  present  act  as  in 
the  1930.  act,  although  the  wording  is  changed 
somewhat . 

Section  17  relates  to  costs  and  expenses. 
Changes  in  the  wording  occur,  as  made  necessary 
by  the  amendments  of  Section  1.  In  the  1930 
act  the  budget  of  tbe  commission  for  a fiscal 
year  was  limited  to  "four  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  assessed  value  of  real  es- 
tate and.  personal  property  within  the  district 
subject  to  local  taxation."  The  section  as 
amended  reduces  the  budget  to  "two  cents,  etc." 

Section  19.  The  IFFO  act  called  for  ratifica- 
tion by  the  city  council  of  Alexandria,  and  the 
boards  of  supervisors  of  Arlington  and  Fairfax 
Counties.  The  present  act  calls  for  ratifica- 
tion by  all  three  of  the  political  units  named, 
or  any  two  of  them.  If  ratified  by  only  two  of 
them  the  territory  of  the  two  so  ratifying  this 
act  shall  comprise  the  district  until  such  times 
as  other  political  subdivisions  may  elect  to  be- 
come a part  of  the  district  by  ratification.

City  planning  and  related  laws  enacted  during  the  year
